The whole family are natives of the Cape, and in 
their habit and fructification bear great affinity to the Gera- 
nium. The preſent ſpecies was introduced into this country 
in 1774, by Mr. Masson. 

We received this elegant plant juſt as it was coming into 
flower, from Mr. Cor vil, Nurſeryman, King's-Road, Chel- 
ſea, who was fo obliging as to inform me that he had ſuc- 
ceeded belt in propagating it by planting cuttings of the root 
in pots of mould, and plunging them in a tan-pit, watering 
them as occaſion may require; in due time buds appear on 
the tops of the cuttings left out of the ground. 

It rarely or never ripens its ſeed with us. | 

Should be treated as a hardy green-houſe plant ; may be 
ſheltered even under a frame, in the winter.

Receives its name of /r;/te from the ſombre appearance of 
its flowers; but this muſt be underſtood when placed at ſome 
little diſtance, for, on a near view, the principal colour of the 
bloſſoms is a fine rich brown, inclined to purple. 

Is a native of Spain, and of courſe a green-houſe plant 
with us, but it muſt not be too tenderly treated, as it loſes 
much of its beauty when drawn up, it ſhould therefore be 


kept out of doors when the ſeaſon will admit, as it only re- 


quires ſhelter from ſevere froſt, and that a common hot-bed 
frame will in general ſufficiently afford it. 

It flowers during moſt of the ſummer months; as it rarely 
or never ripens its ſeeds with us, the uſual mode. of propaga- 
ting it, is by cuttings, which ſtrike readily enough in the com- 
mon way. 

MirrER relates that it vas firſt introduced into this country 
by Sir CMARLIS WACER, from Gibraltar ſeeds.

Culture is well known to produce great alterations in the

Though the Epilobium here figured has not been many years 
introduced into this country, it is a plant which has long been 
well known, and deſcribed. | 

Lix xs makes it à variety only of the Epilobium anguſ- 
tifolium; HALLER, a diſtin ſpecies, and in our opinion, moſt 


juſtly. 


Thoſe who have cultivated the Epilobium anguſtifolium have 
cauſe to know that it increaſes prodigiouſſy 5 its creeping 
roots. The preſent plant, ſo far as we have been able to de- 
termine from cultivating it ſeveral years, in our Garden, 
Lambeth-Marſh, has not ſhewn the leaſt diſpoſition to 1n- 
creaſe in the ſame way, nor have any ſeedlings ariſen from 
the ſeeds which it has ſpontaneouſly ſcattered : we have, in- 
deed, found it a plant rather difficult to propagate, yet it 1s 
highly probable that at a greater diſtance from London, and 
in a more favourable ſoil, its roots, thougb not of the creep- 
ing kind, may admit of a greater increaſe, and its feeds be 
more prolific. 

It is a native of the Alps of Switzerland, from whence it is 
frequently diſlodged, and carried into the plains by the im- 
petuoſity of torrents. 

It flowers with us in July and Auguſt, and being a hardy per- 
ennial, and perhaps the moſt elegant ſpecies of the genus, ap- 
pears to us highly deſerving a place in the gardens of the curious,

We ſhall be thought, perhaps, too partial to this tribe of 
plants, this being the fifth ſpecies now figured ; but it ſhould 
be remembered, that as the ſpring does not afford that va- 
riety of flowers which the ſummer does, we are more limited 
in our choice; the flowers of this delightful ſeaſon have alſo 
greater claims to our notice, they prefent themſelves with 
double charms. | 

This ſpecies, which, as its name implies, poſſeſſes more 
fragrance than many of the others, is a native of the South of 
Europe, flowers in the open border in April, is a hardy 
perennial, thriving in almoſt any ſoil or ſituation, but ſuc- 
ceeds beſt in a loamy ſoil and eaſtern expoſure.

Its trivial name of 7rico/or it receives from the three co- 
ours oblervable in the flowers ; but it muſt be noticed, that 
is only at the middle period of its flowering, that theſe three 
olours are highly diſtinguiſhable ; as it advances, the brilliant 
range of the top flowers dies away; the ſpots on the leaves 
Mo, which when the plant is young, give it the appearance 
an orchis, as it advances into bloom become leſs and leſs 
onſpicuous. 

Like moſt of the Cape plants, the Lachenalia requires to 
x ſheltered in the winter; during that ſeaſon it muſt there- 
ore be kept in a green-houſe, or hot-bed frame, well ſecured. 

It flowers in the ſpring, but its blowing may be accelerated 
Dy the warmth of the ſtove, for it bears forcing well enough. 
It is increaſed by offsets from the bulbs.

The Hibiſcus Hyriacus, known generally by the name of 
Althea fritex, is a native of Syria, and forms one of the chief 
ornaments of our gardens in autumn ; we view it, however, 
with leſs delight, as it is a ſure indication of approaching winter. 
| There are many varieties of it mentioned by authors, as the 
purple, red-flowered, white-flowered, variegated red and white 
flowered, and the ftriped-flowered, to which may be added, ano- 
ther variety, lately introduced, with double flowers: it varies 
alſo in its foliage, which is ſometimes marked with white, 
ſometimes with yellow. 

As from the lateneſs of its flowering, and the want of ſuf- 
ficient warmth, it rarely ripens its feeds with us; the uſual 
mode of increaſing i it is by layers, and ſometimes by cuttings; 
but the beſt plants are raiſed from ſeeds. MiLLER oblerves, 
that the ſcarce varieties may be propagated by grafting them 
on each other, which is the common method of propagating 
the forts with ſtriped leaves. 


In the time of ParxxinsoNn it was not looked on as a 


hardy ſhrub : he thus writes, —“ they are ſomewhat tender, 
« and would not be ſuffered to be uncovered in the winter 
„ time, or yet abroad in the garden, but kept in a large pot

Though an inhabitant of, a much warmer climate than our 
own, it thrives readily in the open borders of our gardens; 
and, in certain favourable ſituations, flowers freely about the 
latter end of May or beginning of June. It ſucceeds beſt in 
a loamy foil and ſunny expoſure, with a pure air: moiſture, 
which favours the growth of moſt of the genus, is injurious 
and ſometimes even fatal to this ſpecies. 

As it rarely ripens its feeds with us, it is generally pro- 
pagated by parting its roots in autumn. Theſe are alſo 
uſually imported from Holland, and may be had of the im- 
porters of bulbs at a reaſonable rate. 

Being liable to be deſtroyed by ſeaſons unuſually ſevere, it 
wilt he prudent to place a few roots of it in pots, either in the 
greenhouſe or in a- hot-bed frame during the winter.

Its round variegated leaves, and ſtrawberry-like runners, 
the uncommon magnitude of the two lowermoſl pendant pe— 
tals, joined to the very conſpicuous glandular nectary in the 
centre of -the flower, half ſurrounding the germen, render 
this ſpecies ſtrikingly dillindt. 

It is properly a greenhouſe plant; in mild winters indeed 
it will bear the open air, eſpecially if placed at the foot of 
a wall, or among rouck-work; but, in {uch fituations, it is 
frequently killed in ſevere ſeaſons. 

It flowers in May and June, but does not produce its 
bloſſoms ſo freely as ſome others.

It appears from the Horius Kewen/is, the publication of 
which is daily expected, that the plant here figured was firſt 
brought to this country from the Canary Iflands, by Mr.

It is highl deſerving the notice of the Botaniſt, not only 
as being by fir the leaſt ſpecies of the genus, but on account 
of its Nettaria; theſe, though not mentioned by Linxzvus 
in his character of the genus, have been deicribed by other 
authors, particularly Jacquixn and HALTER; and though 
not preſent in moſt, and but faintly viſible in a few ſpecies of 
Sempervivum, in this plant form a principal part of the fruc- 
tification ; they are uſually ſeven in number, but vary from 
{ix to eight. 

In the ſpecimens we have examined, and which perhaps 
have been rendered luxuriant by culture, the number of ſta- 
mina has been from twelve to ſixteen; of ſtyles, from fix to 
eight; of flowers on the {ame ſtalk, from one to eight. 

It flowers during moſt of the ſummer months, ſucceeds very 
well with the common treatment of a greenhouſe plant in the

liſhed in 1542, containing five hundred and ſixteen figures in 
wood; and which, though mere outlines, expreſs the objects 
they are intended to repreſent, infinitely better than many, 
laboured engravings of more modern times. 

Every perſon who can boaſt a hot-houſe will be anxious to 
poſſeſs the Fuchſia, as it is not only a plant of peculiar beauty, 
but produces its rich pendant bloſſoms through moſt of the 
ſummer; the petals in the centre of the flower are particularly 
deſerving of notice; they ſomewhat reſemble a ſmall roll of 
the richeſt purple-coloured ribband. 

Though this plant will not ſucceed well in the winter, nor 
be eaſily propagated unleſs in a ſtove, it will flower very well 
during the ſummer months, 'in a good green-houſe or hot-bed 
frame, and though at preſent from its novelty it bears a high 
price, yet as it is readily propagated, both by layers, cuttings, 
and ſceds, it will ſoon be within the purchaſe of every lover 
of plants,

« ſome Carnations or Gilloflowers (for they are in flower at 
the ſame time) make a delicate Tuſſimuſie, as they call it, 
« or Noſegay, both for fight and ſent.” 

As the Paſſiflora cærulca, from its ſuperior beauty and hardi- 
neſs, has in a great degree ſupplanted the icarnata, ſo has the 
Tropeolum majus the minus; we have been informed indeed that 
It was entirely loſt to our gardens till Jately, when it was re- 
introduced by Dr. J. E. Suirn, who by diſtributing it to his 
friends, and the Nurſerymen near London, has again rendered 
it tolerably plentiful. 

Like the majus it is an annual, though by artificial heat it 
may be kept in a pot through the winter, as uſually is the 
variety of it with double flowers; but as it will grow readily in 
the open air, in warm ſheltered ſituations, it ſhould be raiſed 
on a hot- bed, like other tender annuals, if we wiſh to have it 
flower early in the ſummer, contfnue long in bloſſom, and 
produce perfect ſceds.

Grows ſpontaneouſly in dry fituations, in the ſouthernmoſt 
parts of Europe, where it is Gadd and in ſimilar ſituations 
it is ſo in ſome degree with us; but on our flower-borders, 
where it is uſually ſown, it grows ſo luxuriantly, that the ſtalks 
becoming juicy and tender, are generally deſtroyed by our 
froſts; hence it is an annual from peculiarity of circumſtance; 
as ſuch, it is very generally cultivated ; the flowers exhibit a 
pretty, innocent appearance, and ſtrongly diffuſe an agreeable 
honey-like ſmell. They continue to blow through moſt of 
the ſummer months. 

It is a very proper plant for a wall or piece of rock-work ; 
care muſt be taken, however, not to ſow too much of the 
ſeed in one pot, as it ſpreads wide, but it may eaſily be re- 
duced at any period of its growth, as it does not creep at the 


root. 
The ſpecific deſcription in the Hortus Kewenſis above re- 


ferred to, admirably charaQterizes the plant, but ſurely at the 
expence of its generic character.

Grows wild among the corn in the South of Europe, is an 
annual, and, like the Sweet Alyſſum, generally cultivated in 
our gardens, and moſt deſervedly ſo indeed, for when a large 
aſſemblage of its bloſſoms are expanded by the rays of the 
ſun, their brilliancy is ſuch as almoſt to dazzle the eyes of 
the beholder. 


Thoſe annuals which bear our winter's froſts without injury, 
are advantageouſly ſown in the autumn; for by that means 
they flower more early, and their ſeeds ripen with more cer- 
tainty ; the preſent plant is one of thoſe : it uſually ſows itſelf, 
and is therefore raiſed without any trouble. 


It begins to flower in May and June, and continues to 
enliven the garden till Auguſt or September.

Monſ. L'HERITIER, the celebrated French Botaniſt, who, 
in the number, elegance, and accuracy of his engravings, 
appears ambitious of excelling all his cotemporaries, in a 
work now executing on the family of Geranium, has thought 
it neceſſary to divide that numerous genus into three, viz. 
Erodium, Pelargonium, and Geranium. 

The Erodium includes thoſe which Linxz vs (who noticing 
the great difference in their appearance, had made three divi- 
ſions of them) deſcribes with five fertile ſtamina, and calls 
Myrrhina ; the Pelargonium thoſe with ſeven fertile ſtamina, 
his Africana ; che Geranium thoſe with ten fertile ſtamina, his 


Batrachra.

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They are continued under the claſs Monadelphia, in which 


| they now form three different orders, according to the number 


of their ſtamina, viz. Pentendria, Heptandria, and Decandria. 
If the principles of the Linnean uw had been ſtrictly adhered 
to, they ſhould perhaps have been ſeparated into different 
claſſes; for though the Pelargonium is Monadelphous, the Ge- 
ranium is not ſo; in conſequence of this alteration, the Gera- 
nium peltatum and radula, figured in a former part of this 
work, muſt now be called Pelargonium peltatum, and radula, 
and the Geranium Reichardt be an Erodium. 

The leaves of this plant have ſomewhat the taſte of ſorrel, 
whence its name, it flowers during moſt of the ſummer, and 
is readily propagated by cuttings. MILLER mentions a variety 
of it with ſcarlet flowers. 

It is a native of the Cape, and known to have been culti- 
vated in Chelſea Garden, in the year 1724.

In the ſpring of the year 1781, I received roots of this 
plant from Mr. RoszxT Squ1ss, then at New-York, which 
produced flowers the enſuing ſummer, ſince that time, I have 
had frequent opportunities of obſerving a very peculiar cir- 
cumſtance in its ceconomy ; after flowering, inſtead of pro- 
ducing ſeeds, it throws out gemmæ vivaces, or bulbs of an 
unuſual form, from the alz of the leaves, which falling off in 
the month of October, when the plant decays, produce young 
plants the enſuing ſpring. | 

As it is diſtinguiſhed from all the known ſpecies of Hy- 
machia by this circumſtance, we have named it bu/bifera inſtead 
of fria, under which it appears in the Hortus Kewenfts. 

Some Botaniſts, whoſe abilities we revere, are of opinion 
that the trivial names of plants, which are or ſhould be a kind 
of abridgment of the ſpecific character, ought very rarely or 
never to be changed: we are not for altering them capri- 
ciouſly on every trivial occaſion, but in ſuch a caſe as the 
preſent, where the ſcience is manifeſtly advanced by the 
alteration, it would ſurely have been criminal to have pre- 
ferred a name, barely expreſſive, to one which immediately 
identifies the plant. 

The Ly/imachia bulbifera is a hardy perennial, grows ſpon- 
taneouſly in boggy or ſwampy ground, and hence requires 
a moiſt ſoil, It flowers in Auguſt.

Under the name of Spiderwort, the old Botaniſts arranged 
many plants of very different genera: the name is ſaid to 
have ariſen from the ſuppoſed efficacy of ſome of theſe 
plants, in curing the bite of a kind of ſpider, called Phalan- 
gium ; not the Phalangium of Linnzeus, which is known to 
be perfectly harmleſs: under this name, Paxxinson mi- 
nutely deſcribes it ; he mentions alſo, how he firſt obtained it. 

« This Spiderwort,” ſays our venerable author, “ is of late 
* knowledge, and for it the Chriſtian world is indebted unto 
* that painful, induſtrious ſearcher, John Tradeſcant, who 
* firſt received it of a friend that brought it out of Virginia, 
„and hath imparted hereof, as of many other things, both 
« to me and others.” | 

TouRNErORT afterwards gave it the name of Ephemerum, 
expreſſive of the ſhort duration of its flowers, which Lin- 
xEUs changed to Tradęſcantia. 

Though a native of Virgina, it bears the ſeverity of our 
climate uninjured, and being a beautiful, as well as hardy 
perennial, is found in almoſt every garden. 

Though each bloſſom laſts but a day, it has ſuch a pro- 
fuſion in ſtore, that it is ſeldom found without flowers through 
the whole of the ſummer. There are two varieties of it, the 
one with white the other with pale purple flowers. The moſt 
uſual way of propagating it is by parting its roots in autumn; 
to obtain varieties, we muſt ſow its ſeeds.

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The Candy-Tuft is one of thoſe annuals which contribute 
generally to enliven the borders of the flower-garden: its 
uſual colour is a pale purple, there is alfo a white variety of 
it, and another with deep but very bright purple flowers, the 
moſt deſirable of the three, but where a garden is large enough 
to admit of it, all the varieties may be ſown. 

For want of due diſcrimination, as Mirz has before 
obſerved, Nurſerymen are apt to collect and mix with this 
ſpecies the ſeeds of another, viz. the amara, and which per- 
ſons not much ſkilled in plants conſider as the white variety; 
but a ſlight attention will diſcover it to be a very different 
plant, having ſmaller and longer heads, differing allo in the 
ſhape of its leaves and ſeed veſſels, ioo trifling a plant indeed 
to appear in the flower-garden. 

Purple Candy-Tuft is a native of the South of Europe, 
and flowers in June and July: it ſhould be ſown in the ſpring, 
on the borders of the flower-garden in patches ; - when the 
plants come up, a few only ſhould be left, as they will thereby 
become ſtronger, produce more flowers, and be of longer 


duration.

This ſpecies, ſuperior in beauty to many of the genus, is 
an annual, and conſequently raiſed only from ſeeds, theſe 
muſt be ſown in the ſpring, on a hot-bed, and when large 
enough to tranſplant, placed ſeparately in pots of light loamy 
earth, then replunged into a moderate hot-bed to bring them 
forward, and in the month of June removed into a warm 
border, where, if the ſeaſon prove favourable, they will flower 
very well towards Auguſt; but, as ſuch ſeldom ripen their 
ſeeds, it will be proper to keep a few plants in the ſtove or 
greenhouſe for that purpoſe, otherwiſe the ſpecies may be
